INIATURES from the collection 

of Jeannette Berg Stern. Top row, 
Miss “W.P.” is by James Peale, (1749- 
1831), uncle of Raphael, who signed 
and dated most of his miniatures. In 
those days a “J” was often made as 
an “I”. The lovely young lady with 
the red wiry bangs, wearing a white 
muslin frock and bright blue sash has 
the signature and date I.P. 1805 
scratched on the lower right of the 
greenish background. The rtist’s 
work is easily recognized by the 
luminous quality of the painting, the 
crescent mouth of the sitter, and the 
delicate brush strokes. The reverse 
side of the locket displays a lock of 
Miss W.P.’s hair and her initials, held 
in place by tiny seed pearls and gold 
thread under convex glass. This is 
encased by two bands of gold sepa- 
rated by a wide band of cloisonne. 
Convex glass was used to allow for 
expansion and contraction of the ivory. 
The number L33.64, marked in red ink 
on the gold, designates it was loan 
#64 in 1933 in one of our museums. 

Bottom Row. Colonel Cambell of 
the Royal Americans, in vivid red and 
gold jacket, has all the features of a 
rare Robert Field miniature. Here are 
Field’s accurate execution of the hatch 
stroke over a wash in a large ivory; 
sienna colored cross strokes in the 
shadows of the face; hair lightly de- 
fined; Chinese white pin point dot of 
highlight in the soft eyes and on the 
tip of the nose, as well as much use 
of the same white to accentuate the 
jabot and decorations; background of 
bolder diagonal strokes forming cloud 
effects; and finally the costume 
painted in opaque fashion. The reverse 
side of the miniature displays a design 
made of the hair of two persons, a 
blonde and a brunette, probably of 
Colonel Cambell and his wife or 
sweetheart, mounted on a large ia 
opal under convex glass.

this month’s cover, is a collector of 25 years standing. While 
silver, pewter, brass, and furniture are among her collecting pur- 
suits, miniatures are her specialty. As a professional lecturer she 
has shared them with various organizations throughout the country 
and now she shares them with us for their first “outside” appear- 
ance. In 1954, Herbert Weissberger who prepared the monograph 
“Four Centuries of Portrait Miniatures” with examples from the 
renowned Heckett collection, then on exhibit at Carnegie Institute, 
Pittsburgh, made the interesting observation that “some of the 
early specimens may be imagined to have been worn*** were used 
as personal accessories to dress. To be held in the palm of the hand 
and caressed by the eye, they were put into small leather cases to 
be taken along on travels. They stood framed on writing desks, and 
they were, too, fastened to the walls.” Mrs. Stern owns over 100 
rings, bracelets, and other specific jewelry items by great miniatur- 
ists, both American and European. A story is in work now for a 
forthcoming issue of Spinning Wheel. 

Albert Christian Revi, French Cameo Glass page 24, has spent 
months of research at home and abroad to assemble this informa- 
tion and we agree with him that it is the most comprehensive yet 
to be published on the subject. Mr. Revi will do it again in the 
April issue when his very thorough article on Lalique glass appears 

. you're in for a surprise when you read it, too! 

Three Niello Pieces page 28, one of our Readers’ Research efforts, 
is of necessity in thumbnail compared to what could be related 
about the history of this intricate craftsmanship. As an art it has 
almost become extinct and for that reason, many of us in the 20th 
century think of it only in terms of the unusual jewelry, pins, cuff 
links, tie bars, necklaces, earrings, etc., that stem in goodly number 
from Siam today. Most of these are a sparkling silver with black 
background. The designs, we learn from the descriptive literature 
accompanying them, represent ancient mythological characters 
from the epic of Rama, and figures of these gods are found on 
almost all pieces of Siamese niello. An interesting legend surrounds 
the most popular design depicting Ravana, with hatchet upraised, 
pursuing Sita. The hero Rama, heir to the Siamese throne, the 
story goes, is exiled to a forest by his father, the King of Siam. His 
wife Sita accompanies him into exile. While they live in the forest 
Sita is abducted by the demon King Ravana, ruler of Lanka (Cey- 
lon). Rama wages war upon his wife’s abductor with the help of 
the monkey state of Kishkhinda and the monkey god Hanuman. 
He vanquishes his foe, Ravana, and Sita is restored to him. A 
recent visitor to that country reports it is not uncommon to see 
groups of Siamese working at niello craft over crude charcoal fires 
in the open country. 

March 16-22 is both National Wildlife Week and National Library 
Week . . . the former re-emphasizing, on a national level, the need 
for conserving public lands, parks and forests, wildlife, etc., .. . 
the latter bringing into focus the importance of a “better-read, 
better-informed America” through books . . . their slogan, Wake-up 
and Read! Well, why don’t you? Start early. Turn to Old Books, 
page 18. It should lead you to some in your own collection, which 
could lead you to your local sponsors with some snappy ideas of 


your own to promote both National Wildlife and National 
Library Week.

CHRISTMAS GREENS AND 
A HAMPELMANN 


Thank you for your wonderful December 
1957 issue. The article on Christmas Greens 
delighted me. Especially so, since I had 
just finished reading to my family an 
article from a child’s Christmas book of 
1886, which gave many of the same cus- 
toms. My article stated further that 
“music is played during the lighting of the 
Yule fire, but on no account should it be 
lighted before the proper time—sunset on 
Christmas Eve. The Yule candles, lit with 
fire taken from the Christmas log, should 
be set on the highest shelf in the room, 
and should, for good luck, never be 
snuffed out’’. 

The “Toys of Erzgebirge” and the “‘San- 
tons of Provence” both were most absorb- 
ing. The caption under the Christmas card 
on page 12 was priceless! Did you know 
the little man hanging from Santa’s pack 
is called a “hampelmann’”’? 

The principle of a moving figure by 
means of a string fastened to legs and 
arms, separate from the body was prac- 
ticed in ancient Egypt for toy dolls. Plato, 
Horace, Herodotus and others refer to 
them. In the 16th and 17th centuries in 
Germany, the name hampelmann came 
into use. We call them jumping jacks; 
the French called them pantins, and made 
them as playthings for adults. At a private 
school bazaar this fall, I bought for my 
small grandson a delightful modern one, 
imported from Europe. The school is run 
in European principles, a Swiss type, and 
the toys on sale there were imported from 
special sources and bore the stamp of real 
folk art. Von Boehm in his “Dolls and 
Puppets” says that the actual specimens 
made in different districts, such as The 
Alps, Thuringia, Erzgebirge, or the Car- 
pathians, resemble each other in a re- 
markable manner. 

(All this from a tiny toy pictured hang- 
ing from Santa’s pack! But I do get so 
enthusiastic !)

NEBRASKA GARDEN 


Mr. Gustin of Rosalie, Nebraska, who 
asked about old fashioned flower gardens, 
might find Pioneer American Gardening of 
interest. This book, compiled by Elvenia 
Slosson of the National Council of State 
Garden Clubs, gives early gardening his- 
tory in the various states. Each state is 
treated separately and some of the early 
gardens in the east are carefully described, 
as to both planning and planting. As the 
states move west, there is more about the 
native wild flowers that were found. In 
Nebraska, for instance, over 300 species of 
wild flowers were native, including lilies, 
buttercups, violets, evening primroses, 
poppies, mallows, cacti, lupins, pentste- 
mons, prairie clover, sunflowers, golden- 
rod, and roses. And at the Homestead 
National Monument near Beatrice, Ne- 


braska, native bunch grass in some 25 
species is being restored to the area. As 
Mr. Gustin plans his garden of old 
fashioned flowers, why not set aside a 
small plot devoted to native Nebraska wild 
flowers, just for fun?

Some Important Miniatures 


and the manner of their identification

MOST important feature of any collection is the authentication of its 
items. Especially in the field of art should such authentication be made 
by experts, whose research studies and long experience have qualified them 
for the task.

Dr. George Tufton Moffatt was painted, 
as a lad of ten in 1846, by Thomas Sully 
(1783-1872), one of America’s most 
prominent and prolific miniaturists, Lit- 
tle George was destined to become a 
founder of the Harvard University Den- 
tal School and its first Professor of 
Operative Dentistry. His features, loosely 
drawn, are painted in very short hatches 
with Sully’s distinctive olive green back- 
ground. He wears a Byronic collar and 
a bright red velvety shawl draped 
around his shoulders. The number 
40755 in red on the back of the gold 
pin frame indicates it was exhibited in 
the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, 
Mass. Dr. Moffatt lived on Market Street 
in Portsmouth, N. H. His home (the 
Moffatt-Ladd House) now belongs to the 
Colonial Dames of New Hampshire.

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Josiah Wedgwood, Button Maker 


Part 1 Or 2 Parts — By Lituian SmitH ALBERT and JANE Forp ADAMS 


N the company of other Wedgwood enthusiasts, button 

collectors regard themselves as an especially favored 
group. As they see it, the world’s finest potter did some 
of his finest work for them. 

Certainly Josiah Wedgwood himself considered button 
making important not only as a bread-and-butter branch 
of his business (which it was), but also as an ideal field 
for experimentation and artistic creation, which he made 
it. It must be remembered that he perfected his jasper- 
ware cameos at a time when buttons were of great costume 
importance. More than that, picture buttons were ascend- 
ing in popularity. Thus his desire to bring the beauty of 
classical art into everyday life was doubly justified. 

It is also a fact that from his earliest job experience 
Wedgwood had close ties with button making. When he 
completed his apprenticeship in 1749 (he was nineteen), he 
went out as the manager of a small pottery which had 
knife-handles and buttons as its chief products. 

Although no buttons from that source are known to have 
survived, the Wedgwood Museum does have one believed 
to date back almost as far. It is a plain, salt-glazed stone- 
ware specimen with a molded self-shank. The authorities 
at Barlaston place it as from the Wieldon-Wedgwood 
partnership years, 1754-59. 

During all the long time that he experimented with new 
ceramic bodies, Wedgwood used “cameos” as trial pieces. 
For him a cameo was a “wafer’’ piece decorated with an 
applied design that stood in relief on a smooth ground, like 
a cut cameo, both sharp and delicate in its detail. 

Cameos were small, some only about a quarter of an 
inch across and none larger than two and a half inches. 
(He called similar pieces of larger size ‘““medallions.”’ They 
are too large for use as buttons.) 

In his catalogue of 1774 Wedgwood announced “a fine 
white terra cotta of great beauty and delicacy proper for 
cameos.” In 1775 he wrote to a friend that “I shall be able 


to make blue and other color’d grounds with Figures & 
Heads in our fine white composition.” Later that year he 
decided to call his fully perfected ceramic “jasperware.” 

His catalogue of 1787 indicates how tremendously suc- 
cessful the cameos proved to be. ‘‘The cameos are employed 
(among other ways) for buttons which have lately been 
much worn by the nobility of different parts of Europe,” 
he stated. The catalogues eventually listed more than two 
thousand different cameo designs. 

Their subjects, ranging from mythology to contemporary 
portraiture, and their style, so carefully copied from Class- 
ical models, are too well known to need comment. Wealthy 
collectors and museums gave him access to their treasures 
so that he could take wax impressions from gems cut by 
Classical masters. James Tassie lent him the molds from 
which he himself was making exquisite copies of ancient 
pieces. Artists as competent as William Hackwood and as 
distinguished as the Royal Academician to-be, John Flax- 
man, made molds for him. 

The designs were developed in the full range of jasper- 
ware colors, Wedgwood’s own favorite blue, the other four 
basic colors, green, lilac, yellow, and black, along with the 
“trick” shades of pink, café lait, buff, etc. Most were two- 
colored (usually white figures on a colored ground). Some, 
however, were of a single color, usually black, and some 
had gold luster trim added. 

It must not be thought that Wedgwood’s work was 
finished when he provided the cameo centers and that he 
left their mounting entirely to the purchasers. No doubt 
that did happen very often. Records show, however, that 
on many orders Wedgwood was accustomed to carrying 
out the entire order and making direct delivery. 

Extensive records are preserved of his transactions with 
Matthew Boulton from whom he obtained the highly 
fashionable polished steel mountings for which Boul- ip 
ton was world-famous.

Old Books 


What Determines Their Value? 


By Marcia Ray 


ECENTLY in going over family 

accumulations, we came across 
the little group of books pictured. All 
were old, many amusing; a neighbor 
advised us they were “worth a lot of 
money”. So we set about to reap a 
fortune by presenting our literary 
hoard to various booksellers who 
handled old and rare books. To some 
we wrote; others we visited in person. 

None of them, it turned out, were 

at all interested in purchasing our 
Philosophical Beauties, our juveniles 
of 1837, our almanacs, or spellers. But 
we learned from their helpful letters, 
comments, and brochures what they 
did want to buy—and it is the resume 
of our findings on that score we now 
pass on to others who may have old 
books to sell. 
® Generally speaking, the average lot 
of miscellaneous American books pub- 
lished since 1800 have little value. 
® Dealers often set an arbitrary pub- 
lication date beyond which they make 
no purchases. For instance, one dealer 
bought only items published before 
1866, saying there were over a million 
purchasable items before that date, 
and though many valuable books were 
published later, the established 1866 
purchase line saved him from scanning 
long lists of items worthless to him. 
® Almanacs in Southern or Western 
editions are saleable, but Eastern 
almanacs, to be of interest, must be 
prior to 1800. 
® Juveniles wanted must be early—at 
least before 1815. 
® All dealers seem currently interested 
in books or pamphlets, paper covered 
or bound, on American history, travels 
to the Far West before 1860, Indians, 
adventure, Texas, California, and the 
West, and books printed in the South 


before 1866. They can use bound 
volumes of speeches, political pamph- 
lets, material on railroads and canals, 
Acts and Laws and Journals of all 
states, posters, broadsides, maps. Many 
of them will buy early newspapers and 
magazines, collections of old letters, 
manuscripts, diaries, family histories, 
histories of towns or counties. 

To breakdown their generalizations 
a bit, their wants include books on 
Alaska, prior to 1875, American fiction 
before 1870, American medicine before 
1875, American poetry before 1840, 
railroads before 1875. 

Sought in other classifications are 
books on American pirates and pri- 
vateers, American whaling, anesthesia, 
arts and crafts, early American games, 
early American magic, early music 
books, ether or on the Ether Contro- 
versy, freaks and circuses, the James 
boys and other outlaws, Mormons and 
Utah, Gazeteers of the West and 
Middle West, original log and account 
books, and sheet music. 
® No want list mentioned the mone- 
tary value of books desired, but it can 
be assumed the condition of the béoks 
and their rarity would determine 
value. Some of the larger bookstores 
get out catalogs of books for sale, 
with prices. These are good for com- 
parative study if you feel your books 
are “wanted”. Retail prices in one 
such catalog ranged from $7.50 for a 
Histoire de la Virginie by Robert 
Beverley, printed in Orleans 1707, to 
$950 for Virginia’s God be thanked, 
or a Sermon on Thanksgiving for the 
happie success of the affayres in Vir- 
ginia this last yeare. Preached by 
Patrick Copland, published in London 
1622. Should you sell to a dealer a like 
item to one listed in his catalog, you 
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could expect to receive half or better 
of the retail price. 

American Book Prices, Current, will 
be a help in determining the value of 
your books. This reference, issued 
each year, contains auction prices 
brought for all books selling for over 
five dollars. Big city libraries will 
have up-to-date issues. Smaller li- 
braries may have an out-dated copy. 
But even outmoded editions will give 
a good general idea of values, and 
help you to set your own prices on 
books you wish to sell, or to guide 
you in accepting a buyer’s offer. 
® In preparing a list of books for sale 
to present to the dealer, you need give 
only the title in brief, the author, 
publisher, and the date at the bottom 
of the title page. The copyright date 
on the reverse of the title page has no 
bearing on identification. 
® If you wish the book buyer to make 
an offer for the books you have for 
sale, and are transacting your business 
by mail, he may ask to examine them 
before the offer is made. Since the 
condition of the book often decides its 
worth, and condition is almost im- 
possible to describe, it is more satis- 
factory to send them for examination 
before you accept a sight-unseen offer. 
® Because the books you have for sale 
do not meet the specialized needs of 
rare book dealers does not mean they 
are valueless and should be discarded. 
Such books, though often of late date, 
and seldom of excessive value, still 
cover a wide range of interest, and can 
be advertised for sale in such antiques 
magazines as this, where miscellan- 
eous listings will reach the greatest 
number of collectors in all fields. 
® As for the juveniles, “penny” books, 
and late editions, so many have been 
tossed aside as worthless that price 
and interest are bound to rise as the 
supply lessens and collectors multiply. 
They are worth saving—or buy- 
ing now while prices are mod- @ 
erate—and holding for the future.

_A Key To Time 


By Emma D. SANForD 


RIOR to the culminating point of the 
Renaissance, about 1500 A.D., watches, 
as timepieces, did not exist, though the 
word had long been used in connection 
with time spaces. The Greeks and the 
Romans had a military division of night 
for the change of sentries who were ordered 
on “watch”. Likewise, guards who patrolled 
the streets, and ship’s officers on duty, were 
on “watch” for periods known as “hours”’. 
Sundials there were, and weight-driven 
clocks, and by the end of the 15th century, 
table clocks with coiled springs were in- 
vented. Portable pieces in boxes, made to 
hang at the belt or on a chain around the 
neck, followed. It was during the middle of 
the 16th century that the small handmade 
timepieces, to be wound by a key, called 
“watches” appeared. 

Then, indeed, jewelers came into their 
own. Some invested their all in time and 
money in creating watches of great beauty, 
with elaborately ornamental keys. Of the 
latter, there were no duplicates. The keys 
were from one to four inches long with the 
shaft-hole (for winding) concealed as part 
of the over-all design. They were made with 
rings or loops so that, attached to a chain

A Key To Time (Continued from preceding page] 


Society’s vanity and love of the ex- 
clusive are revealed in the distinctive 
designs of watch keys as shown in the 
Rollins College collection. The owner’s 
seal, either official or private, was 
often executed by carving in precious 
stones or in gold on these intricately 
designed keys. The English Lord 
Chancellor’s key, for example, was 
adorned with the insignia of the 
Treasury; a sea captain’s key featured 
a compass, mounted on a gimbal. A 
“tipsy” key, with ratchets to prevent 
its being wound in any but the right 
way, was invented for use of gay 
young bloods who, when retiring over 
late, might break their watches by 
careless winding. For the clergy, 
watch keys were made in the form of 
crosses. Masonic and other insignia, 
used on watch keys, may have sug- 
gested the Phi Beta Kappa key, origi- 
nally used to wind its owner’s watch. 

Chatelaines, suggestive of today’s 
charm bracelets, were fashioned of 
silver or other metals, and hung with 
watch keys and seals, sewing tools, 
pencils, even watches themselves. 

As sheer oddities, two keys in the 
collection stand out — a tiny wrench 
that still works perfectly, and one, 
done in metal, that would surely 
have caught Mr. Pepys’ eye — a 
lady’s shapely leg with high but- 
ton tasseled shoe, topped by a 
round garter beneath a fringed ia 
petticoat.

MARINOT 


Maurice Marinot, an accomplished 
painter, entered the glass trade in 
1911 at Bar-sur-Seine, an ancient town 
pleasantly situated on the left bank 
of the Seine, about 125 miles south- 
east of Paris. His first productions 
were decorated with colored enamels; 
usually in designs of decorative 
flowers, birds, or feminine heads. 
From enamels he turned to deep 
geometric engraving, using blanks 
that were, to say the least, uninspired 
in form and color. In his third period, 
Marinot renounced exterior decoration 
for his glassware and, like Rousseau 
and Galle before him, sought colorful 
effects with the aid of mineral stains, 
oxides, and cased colored glass. 

In later years Marinot developed a 
style all his own. Handling the blow- 
pipe himself, often in the very doors 
of his furnace, he made those glass 
productions that won him honors dur- 
ing the Exposition of Modern Art, 
1925, and won him the reputation 
among his countrymen of possessing 
the greatest genius of any of the 
craftsmen in glass. 


DAUM 


The Daum brothers, Auguste and 
Antonin, were originally from Lor- 
raine, which probably accounts for the 
Cross of Lorraine used in their mono- 
gram. They founded their first factory 
in Nancy in 1875, producing bottles. 
Their earliest efforts in artistic deco- 
rative and tableware were with gold 
ornamentation; then they turned to 
glassware inspired by Arabian designs 
and decorated with scrolls and gold 
leaves. Shortly after the introduction 
of this “Egyptian” glass, they began 
to produce colored glass by the 
“flushed” process. Their cameo and 
enamelled glasswares, produced about 
1890, rank among the best represen- 
tations of these types. The Freres 
Daum were active in the School of 
Art in Nancy during Galle’s direction 
of that institution and also under the 
new staff formed in later years by 
Marinot. As time went on they de- 
veloped techniques of their own which 
are familiar to us today. Currently the 
Daum glassworks is producing deco- 
rative crystal glassware in the modern 
vein. 


OTHER FRENCH ARTISTS 
IN CAMEO GLASS 


There were many lesser known, but 
nonetheless worthy, artists who 
worked in what is now termed 
“French cameo glass”.

Three Niello Pieces 


HEN I was a child, one of my 

most prized possessions was a 
gold lined beaker which my mother 
had bought at a church rummage 
sale. On it, weird unnatural birds 
and animals appeared in silver outline 
on a dark background, each figure in 
its pointed oval panel, surrounded by 
tiny flowers on a continuous running 
vine. A parchment label with strange 
characters was on the bottom of the 
cup, but this was lost, alas, long be- 
fore I realized its significance, Not 
until recently did I recognize my 
beaker as a fine piece of niello, prob- 
ably of Turkish or Indian origin. 

It was the possession of this beaker, 
and my attachment to it, that led me 
to acquire my first niello spoon. The 
spoon, at first sight, seemed to have 
little to attract the eye. The tone of 
the background was so close to the 
color of the silver I might have passed 
it by had not the Arabic inscription 





on the handle tip given me pause— 
and closer examination told me it was 
niello. 

Niello is a form of inlay, not 
enamel, known to the early Romans 
through their contacts with the ear- 
lier East. The art was revived in Italy 
in the 15th century, and adapted by 
other European craftsmen. In niello 
work, the pattern is cut into the 
metal with engraving tools, or etched 
deeply with nitric acid; sometimes a 
combination of both methods is used. 
A black solder, made of silver with 
copper and lead mixed with sulphur 
to darken it, is melted into the hol- 
lows and the whole work is heated 
until the niello more than fills the 
spaces. The surface is then cleaned 
up with a file or scraper, polished, and 
a touch of wax given for a final 
finish. 

Pleased with my first niello spoon, 
I searched for another, and found it

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in one of Russian make, shaped like 
so many of the old Russian spoons 
with twisted section midway in the 
straight stem, an urn-shaped finial, 
and pear-shaped bow! set at a slight 
angle. On one side of the stem is a 
Russian inscription, perhaps a name, 
and the number 8&4, indicating a 
higher grade of silver than the usual 
European standard for wrought 
spoons, which was 800 parts of pure 
silver in 1000. The inside of the bowl 
is gold washed, as is the margin on 
the back. The design, on the back of 
the bowl as is usual in Russian 
spoons, is in ancient niello work. Its 
soft grey sheen differs greatly from 
the Siamese niello which shows a bril- 
liantly contrasting silver design on a 
jet black background, but the method 
of production is the same. 

Seeking identification of the picture 
used in the bowl of the spoon, I found 
the answer in the National Geo- 
graphic (November 1914). It was of 
the Great Bell of the Kremlin. This 
huge 200-ton bell was cast in 1735, 
designed to hang in the campanile 
built a century earlier by Boris God- 
unov, Czar of Russia from 1551 to 
1605. However the belltower was not 
strong enough to hold it, and a plat- 
form was built outside the tower to 
accommodate it. Two years later a 
fire in the Kremlin destroyed the 
platform and the bell was broken. 
Recast, it was again broken, and the 
third time it was recast, it cracked 
in another of Moscow’s ravaging fires 
and fell, to remain buried for nearly 
a hundred years at the foot of the 
tower. In 1835, Nicholas I had it ex- 
cavated and mounted on a solid 
masonry base. 

Of all European craftsmen who 
worked in niello, the Russians were 
perhaps the most skilled, and this 
little spoon, opening the door to 
me to the story of the King 
of Bells, is a fine example of yp 
their art.

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Complete Book of Rug Braiding by 
Helen Howard Feeley. Coward-McCann. 
1957. $3.95. 


“The braided rug of today has had 
its face lifted along with the old dry 
sink, the dough tray, the worn pine 
and maple tables and chests, the Bos- 
ton rockers and countless other things 
of the past’, writes Mrs. Feeley, and 
proceeds in this compact, complete, 
step-by-step guide on the art and 
technique of rug braiding to tell just 
how these “new-old” rugs can be 
made for effective use in today’s 
homes. 

She gives first the origins and his- 
tory of the braided rug in America, 
and then discusses simply and 
thoroughly the necessary steps for 
making them. All the special tips and 
short cuts, learned from her years of 
experience as teacher and demonstra- 
tor of the braiding craft, are given 
here. The book also contains a list of 
directions and color patterns for a 
variety of rugs of different shapes and 
sizes, from square-cornered rugs to 
those of multiple strands. For ex- 
perienced “ruggers” who are seeking 
new ideas, as well as the novice who 
wants to try her hand, this is an ex- 
cellent textbook, eminently practical 
and engagingly presented. It is well 
illustrated with photographic ex- 
amples, several in full color— 
an inspiration to all braiders, ia 
old and new. 








Antiques, How to Identify, Buy, Sell, 
Refinish, and Care for Them, by Ann 
Kilborn Cole. David McKay Company, 
Inc. 1957. $4.95. 


For some years Ann Kilborn Cole 
has been conducting a widely read 
weekly feature on antiques in one of 
the large metropolitan newspapers. 
Her conviction that today everybody, 








including the casual reader, is antique 
conscious in one way or another, has 
been borne out in the popularity of 
this column. Now she has come up 
with one of the most eminently satis- 
fying and sensible books for beginning 
antiquers that has been published 
since Carl W. Drepperd’s popular 
Primer of American Antiques hit the 
bookstands in 1944. From the hundreds 
of letters she has received from news- 
paper readers she has learned what 
the person with little or no knowledge 
of antiques wants to know about 
them—What is an antique ? How much 
is it worth? How can I sell it? Where 
can I learn more about what I have? 

The section of her book that ap- 
proaches these questions — and 
answers them with practical sugges- 
tions—-should be required reading for 
every antiquer, no matter how long 
he’s been collecting, or even dealing 
in antiques. Not that she gives all the 
answers—but she does tell how to go 
about finding them—and her advice is 
both sage and sensible. The closing 
sections, directed to the beginning 
buyer of antiques with information on 
how to buy at shops or at sales, how 
to spot bargains, how to cultivate an 
awareness of fakes and reproductions 
are equally helpful. 

The main portion of the book con- 
cerns general classifications of an- 
tiques—furniture, kitchen stuff, clocks 
and watches, china, glass, silver, and 
the like. The short histories of each 
subject, with excellent glossaries and 
ample illustrations, inspires the reader 
to a new appreciation of what he has, 
or what he may hope to find. 

The bibliography included in the 
appendix supplies a good basic source 
of reference on antique books and 
magazines, but the list of museums 
and restorations may prove a disap- 
pointment to those who find the con- 
centration on the Pennsylvania and 
eastern area frustrating. However, 
sources for locating other such 
institutions throughout the in 
country are suggested. 


“October Hills” is the name chosen 
for this 9x12 ft, braided rug, with 
continuous braid except for the 
last three rows which are butted.

RESENT day collectors who 

treasure Ruby Thumbprint pieces 
as collector’s items, find it hard to 
realize this eagerly sought pattern 
was, only a few years ago, more 
plentiful than popular. Yet when Ellen 
Dearborn, whose White Barn in 
Mason City, Illinois, is known far and 
wide for unusual antiques, started her 
personal collection of Ruby Thumb- 
print some years back, she was in- 
fluenced in the selection of the pattern 
as much by its availability and reason- 
able price as by the color which first 
attracted her. 

For most collectors of pattern glass 
in the ’20s and ’30s, Ruby Thumbprint 
was too late a pattern to be interest- 
ing. It was brought out no earlier than 
1890 by two Pittsburgh firms, Adams 
& Company, and Doyle & Company, 
who called it “Excelsior” and listed it 
in their catalogs as X L C R. Then, 
too, it had become associated in many 
minds with souvenir glass, then 
equally unsought, of which quantities 
in Ruby Thumbprint, both plain or 
engraved with name and date, had 
been sold at the Chicago World’s Fair 
in 1891. 

However, the years have proved 
Mrs. Dearborn’s choice both happy 
and far-seeing. Not only has color 
itself (and this pattern shows a parti- 
cularly rich red) grown in importance 
in decorative schemes, but many of 
her pieces, like the square honey dish

pictured in her hands, have become 
extremely hard to find, and prices 
have risen accordingly. Mrs. Dear- 
born, for all the huge stock that passes 
through her hands each year, is still 
looking for individual oblong salts— 
she has only one—and a banana dish! 

Eventually, as her collection grew— 
she has now some 140 pieces, including 
an almost complete table setting for 
twelve—her Ruby Thumbprint has set 
the decorative keynote for the Dear- 
born dining room. Two matching cor- 
ner cupboards, painted in the same 
oyster white as the woodwork, were 
built to house the collection. Walls are 
hung with an imported French paper 
in gray with a white conventional 
flower and irregular stripe. Curtains 
blend with the rich red of the glass, 
and the rug, a family piece, is a blue 
Chinese Oriental with ruby touches. 

Mrs. Dearborn has also been busy 
with other collections — some in- 
herited, like the coin silver spoons 
which hang in three racks in the din- 
ing room, some of her personal chos- 
ing, like the samplers on her bedroom 
walls. She has examples of American, 
French, Italian, English, German, and 
Spanish work; one piece dates to 1631. 
Only lack of suitable wall space has 
halted this collection, for Mrs. Dear- 
born is one who believes in having 
collections out in the open where 
they can be enjoyed and their e 
interest shared with others.

F it is more blessed to give than to 

receive, it is also sometimes more 
difficult. Many of us have personal 
treasures, unappreciated by possible 
heirs, which we would like to see pre- 
served.

Giving To A Museum (Continued from preceding page] 


book of 1800, whereas it might far 
prefer a paper ledger showing, say, 
the price of meat in 1875. 

The first thing to do, once the gift 
has been determined upon, is to select 
the appropriate museum. Naturally 
you will think first of your local in- 
stitution where, with pardonable 
pride, you can stop by occasionally to 
see your gift displayed behind glass 
with an informative label. If there is 
no museum or historic house in your 
vicinity, ask your State Chamber of 
Commerce, or your State Publicity 
Service, for a list of such places in 
your area. Visit as many as possible 
to see where your proposed gift best 
fits. 

In New England, an excellent an- 
nual booklet listing museums and his- 
toric houses is published by the New 
England Council in conjunction with 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and 
the Society for the Preservation of 
New England Antiquities. Other re- 
gions undoubtedly have similar publi- 
cations. Consult your local library for 
a copy of Mastai’s Classified Directory 
of American Art and Antique Dealers, 
which includes all museums of note, 
listed by state, with the names of their 
directors. 

A preliminary letter to the museum 
selected, describing the article fully, 
with concise documentation—not an 
involved family history — will often 
save you a needless trip. A clear 
photograph enclosed is helpful. If the 
museum is not interested, the curator 
may advise you where the gift can be 
placed. If the reply to your letter 
indicates the museum is interested, 
you may take the article to the cura- 
tor yourself, or you may send it by 
mail. 

If you follow the latter course, be 
sure to pack safely and insure well. 
If the piece is fragile, put it first in a 
small carton, surrounded by shredded 
paper. Enclose this box in a larger 
carton, with crumpled wads of paper 
between boxes. It is advisable to put 
your name inside the package as well 
as on the outside in case the wrapping 
becomes separated. Your name and 
address on adhesive tape attached to 
the bottom of the piece is an added 
precaution. An accompanying, not en- 
closed, letter to the curator should 
refer to previous conversation or cor- 
respondence.

Strings attached to a gift often 
lessen its chances of acceptance. Most 
curators do not want their hands tied 
as to how, when, and where they may 
exhibit your offering. Give it outright; 
loans are usually unwelcome. How- 
ever, some museums will accept a 
loan, with a clause stating “if this is 
not removed before my death, it be- 
comes the absolute property of the 
museum”. Such an arrangement al- 
lows you to change your mind about 
the gift during your lifetime, and also 
avoids possible unpleasantness with 
future heirs. 

Recently the Treasury Department 
has been encouraging gifts to non- 
profit organizations which include 
most, but not all, museums. Donors to 
these institutions may consider the 
“fair market value” of the item as a 
contribution which is tax deductible. 

Because museums regard associa- 
tion as the important factor, they are 
seldom in a position to place a fair 
market value on all objects. There- 
fore, a private appraisal is advisable. 
You may be surprised to have a value 
of $5 or $10 put on a letter from a 
formal local resident which you had 
considered neither old nor valuable, 
or to discover that museums fre- 
quently find items from the woodshed 
more desirable than those from the 
parlor! 

If the total value of the gift is more 
than you can use as a tax reduction 
for one year, you can usually make 
arrangements with the institution to 
accept the item in the form of a loan 
with a portion to become a gift each 
year until the total is used up. Under 
the latest ruling of the Internal Reve- 
nue (No. 57-293), it is possible to 
make a gift to a charitable institution, 
retain physical possession of the prop- 
erty, and at the same time take ad- 
vantage of an income tax reduction. 
For example, you might “give” a 
$40,000 art collection to a museum but 
choose to keep the paintings during 
your lifetime, yet you would be en- 
titled to the tax deduction right now. 

Apart from financial benefits, in 
giving to a museum, there is a deep 
personal satisfaction in knowing that 
the pieces you so enjoyed collecting 
will be well cared for, and that they 
will give daily joy to thousands 
of other collectors and _ stu- 
dents.

RENE White’s family in Weston, 

Massachusetts, are ardent do-it- 
yourselfers. They’ve attempted every- 
thing, she says, from building a camp 
and dock to refinishing old pine furni- 
ture—and always with great success. 

So when the Hi-Fi bug bit the White 
household, and commercial cabinets 
proved either too modern for their 
tastes or too expensive for their bud- 
get, the family called a council. The 
record player, they decided, must be 
mechanically right — good quality 
sound was of first importance. The 
men of the family (Mr. White is an 
engineer) promised to provide the 
electronic know-how if Mama would 
select a cabinet to blend with their 
wood panelled family room. 

Mrs. White, who by the way owns 
the Glass Corner Shop and is inti- 
mately acquainted with antiques, cast 
a judicious eye on many a cupboard 
and chest before she realized that the 
old lift-top commode of grandma’s 
was practically built to order for her 
purpose. The lift-top section could 
hold the turntable on the deep side, 
a stock of favorite records on the 
other. The little drawer was just right

for the preamplifier and the speaker 
and amplifier could fit in the bottom 
compartment—all with the minimum 
of alteration. 

Once her decision was reached, hus- 
band and son picked up their tools. 
First the compartment under the lift 
top was levelled off by means of a 
strip of wood to carry the record 
changer. The small drawer front was 
cut and hinged to drop down, provid- 
ing for the control panel of the pre- 
amplifier. Magnetic hinges were used 
on the drawer as well as on the door 
below. 

A baffie board was mounted just in 
back of the lower door, and a 12” 
Altec Lansing Hi-Fi speaker with self- 
contained tweeter was attached to the 
baffle. A 30-watt Altec Lansing ampli- 
fier was then mounted in back of the 
speaker, and the whole system con- 
nected. The preamplifier was a tran- 
sisterized unit especially designed by 
Mr. White, but any commercial type 
preamplifier that would fit in the 
drawer could be used. 

The cabinet, looking right at home 
in their pine-panelled room, was a 
happy choice. Mrs. White says that 
while technical procedures have been 
given here only generally, questions 
of a technical nature from interested 
readers may be addressed to Mr.

century, had a penchant for beautiful 
colors and floral designs which made 
his productions noteworthy. 


LE GRAS was noted for his imagi- 
native glassware and bottles until he 
ceased production about 1914. He 
started work in Saint-Denis, a suburb 
north of Paris, in 1864. Especially 
laudable are his scenic productions. 


MULLER BROTHERS of Luneville 
began their careers working for Emile 
Galle. They founded their own factory 
in the vicinity of Luneville, just south 
of Nancy on the Moselle River, after- 
wards moving it to Croismare. Cameo 
pieces made at Luneville are signed 
Muller, Muller Luneville, or simply 
Luneville. Those made at Crois Mare 
bear the name of the town in connec- 
tion with the name Muller or just 
“Crois Mare.’ Their most active 
period was between 1905 and 1937. 


WILLIAUME, a Parisian artist, was 
noted for his acid-engraving on cased 
glass blanks, especially portraits, 
about 1878. Very few of his early por- 
trait pieces have been found. 


ANDRE DELATTE established his 
works in Nancy in 1921, the principal 
output being lighting fixtures and 
opaque glassware in imitation of the 
Bohemian opaline. Among his best 
wares were his cameo productions, 
often done with a sensitive combina- 
tion of graceful design and vibrant 
color effects. 


EDWARD MICHEL was the finest 
engraver of glass in France in his 
time. (He was a direct descendant of 
Nancy-born Claud Michel, 1738-1814, 
known as “Clodion’’, whose ceramic 
figure modelling was world re- 
nowned). Towards the end of the 19th 
century, Edward Michel worked for 
Rousseau and later Leveille. Examples 
of his cameo work are very rare. The 
quality of Michel’s engraving rivals 
that of his English contemporaries, 
Woodall and Northwood. 


M. WALTER of Nancy began work- 
ing about 1925 in cameo glass and 
artistic productions of pate de verre. 
His cameo glass pieces are not always 
fine in color or design, but happily 
there are plentiful exceptions. 


ALPHONSE G. REYEN was one of 
the most able engravers and deco- 
rators of glass, working for Eugene 
Rousseau about 1877. Many examples 
of his cameo work were exhibited at 
the exposition of 1889. 


TESSIRE du MOTAY, KESSLER, 
and MARESCHAL were three artists 
who utilized the etching needle in 
making shallow cameo relief designs 
on glass, working from about 1862 
until the end of the 19th century. 


FRENCH STYLE CAMEO 
GLASS IN ENGLAND 


Cameo glass in the French style was 
produced in most of the countries of 
Europe contemporary with the birth 
of this expression of l’art nowveaux in 
France. Benjamin Richardson of the 
Wordsley Flint Glass Works near 
Stourbridge, England, patented a 
method for producing cameo relief 
designs on a cased glass blank June 
20th, 1857. Mr. Richardson coated the 
surface of a cased blank with gutta 
percha or india rubber, both resistant 
to acids, and removed some of the 
pellicle with a suitable tool before 
dipping the article in acid to remove 
those portions of the outer casing not 
protected by the resist. The article, 
being composed of two or more cas- 
ings of colored glass, when finished 
displayed a design of one color in 
shallow relief on a ground of another 
hue. Mr. Richardson maintained in his 
specifications that the use of fluoric 
acid would leave a mat finish on the 
design, while a combination of fluoric 
and sulphuric acids would leave a 
bright finish. 


On June 19th, 1885, Archibald Coch- 
ran of the Saint Rollex Flint Glass 
Works, Lanark, North Britain, pat- 
ented a similar method for producing 
cameo relief designs on lamp globes. 
Mr. Cochran etched a relief design on 
the inner colored casing of his lamp 
globes leaving the outer surface 
smooth to the touch. 


Ludwig Kny, the son of Frederick 
Kny, a celebrated engraver of glass in 
the Stourbridge District in England, 
also worked in etching cased glass 
articles in the French style of cameo 
glass. He designed and executed many 
such pieces for Thomas Webb & Sons 
about the beginning of the 20th cen- 
tury. Kny’s style differs greatly from 
the Continental cameo glass in color 
composition and design. When Kny’s 
pieces are found, they are more likely 
to bear the Webb trademark or name 
than his own signature, since he is 
known to have signed very few of his 
works. 


LOETZ OF AUSTRIA 


In the heyday of Vart nouveaux, 
Loetz of Austria produced a few 
cameo pieces of real distinction, 
although he was primarily known for 
his iridescent glassware which he 
made contemporary to Tiffany’s simi- 
lar wares. 


RUSSIAN CAMEO GLASS 


The overlaid and decorated vase, 
pictured here as an example of Rus- 
sian cameo glass, was obviously in- 
spired by the Galle group of French 
glass artists. For a time its attribution 
presented a problem until the mono- 
gram on the base was identified as 
that of Czar Nicholas II, the 
last of the Romanov dynasty; 
it is dated 1909. hp
